Arkansas Rolls Up Majority 


of 65.OOO. 


Lincoln, Neb., Sept. 9.—The continuous 


welcome Lincoln people and large con- 
tingents from other parts o£ Nebraska 
gave William J. Bryan on his home- 
coming yesterday, culminated last even- 
ing In a. tjrand demonstration In honor 
of his forma! notification of his nomina- 
tion for the presidency by the National 
Silver party. From the^lme Mr. Bryan 
reached this city,at llo'clockin thernorn- 
Ing, until the tired crowds retired from 
the streets at a late hour las t night, there 
T.vas parading galore through the streets 
of the capital city by local and visiting 
campaign clubs, nearly all with brass 
bands In front. There was an escort 
procession from the Burlington depot to 
Mr. Bryan's residence; another proces- 
sion that accompanied the candidate to 
a mass meeting 
in 
the state house 


grounds in the afternoon, and the third, 
the greatest, preceding the notification 
ceremonies. Mr. and Mrs. Bryan, George 
A. Qroot, chairman of the notification 
committee, and Morris Humphrey of 
Lincoln, rode together In the midst of the 
night pturade. 


There were members of the Silver 


clube from Lincoln and elsewhere In the 
state. Nearly, If not quite. 1000 mounted 
men were In line, and these, with the 
silver-capped organlations, fired off sky- 
rockets and roman candles as they pro- 
ceeded from the postoffjce square alontr 
the principal streets to the state house. 
All those members of the notification 
committee who came to Lincoln to at- 
tond the ceremonies were seated on the 
platform erected in the north front of. 
the capltol building, when Mr. Bryan ar- 
rived. 


With the arrival of the torchlight pro- 


cession the crowd gathered about the 
capltol was Increased tenfold. Itseemed 
many times larger than the audience of 
6000 that listened to Mr. Bryan in the 
afternoon. 
Norrls Humphrey presided 


at the meeting, and introduced George 
A. Groot of Ohio, chairman of the notifi- 
cation committee, who formally notified 
Mr. Bryan of his nomination by the Na- 
tional Silver party. 


It was 10:30 o'clock before Mr. Groot'e 


long address was concluded. Mr. Bryan 
was immediately presented, and made a 
short speech of acceptance. He spoke 
from a stand erected on the north front 
of the state capitol building. Over his 
head was a large potograph of himself, 
wliile from many of the office windows of 
the building lithographic likenesses of 
his Republican opponents, McKlnley and 
Hobart, looked down upon the crowd. 
They had been placed there by some of 
the Republican state officers, who had 
locked the doors of their rooms and taken 
the keys away.

short, contraction is very many times 
more destructive than inflation.

has really appreciated in value since 
1870."

Omdurman for 
years has been full oC women who had 
neither husband 
nor male relations. 


Owing1 to the state of affairs, thelthallt'a 
decreed, some years ago, that every un- 
married woman tn Omdurman must be 
provided with a husband within three 
clays, or she would be handed over to a 
Baggara as a slave or concubine. There 
was great giving In marriage In the next 
• three days. 


It Abdullah Is dead, he has fallen while 


still almost a young man, for he wa = 
only 4ti years old thLs year. He was a 
Kasgara.. v.'lth dark, cofiee-colored com- 
plexion, his face much marked by small- 
pox. He had a long and prominent nose, 
c.nd wore a short beard, according-to the 
^[cslem ciiPiom. He could never con- 
coal his B&ggara. accen: and dialect in 
Epealclrg Arabic. He "was gifted by na- 
ture with tremendous energy and com- 
mon sense.but he had no education what- 
ever. He coUid not reacl or write, and 
for this reason he would never accept a 
written petition. He was, very cruel by 
nature, while tht rnahdi was naturally 
humane, 
In the terrible days of the 


famine, when bones 
were 
ground lo 


pr-wder, made Into a sort of bread, and 
eaten with eagerness in Orr.durnmn, thn 
kliallfa showed no incrcy, pity or desire 
to relieve these terrible suffrlngs. 
1-Ie 


did not care a jot for any of the people 
except his Baggara, and he made sure 
that they wore all well fed- He treated 
the white prisoners in his hands with 
great cruelty, except a few whom he 
could make useful to him, and their en- 
jnyment o£ his favor was spasmodic and 
uncertain. 


LJke the mahdl, Abdullah wished to 


destroy even the recollection of the old 
regime under the Egyptian government. 
Tins Is the reason that they destroyt-d 
so many of the old towns which had at- 
tained some measure of prosperity un- 
der the Egyptians. Old Berber was de- 
serted and a new Berber was built by Lho 
khalifa's command just north of the old 
town. This Is the reason, and the only 
one, why by far the finest city in tropical 
oast Africa was laid in ruins. It was 
the work of the khalifa. Pie left hardly 
one stone upon another in Khartoum. 


13oih Father Ohrmalder and 
Slufeln 


Pasha has told that the khalifa was 
Intensely vain and proud, cruel and 
quick-tempered. He adhered very strictly 
10 the prescribed forms of prayer, and 
insisted that the people should be humble 
and devout, though himself, of late years, 
hns lived in pan the life of a voluptuary. 
But he did. not permit pleasure to inter- 
fere wUh affairs of state. He was a man 
of great activity, and directed all im- 
portant business in person. He also re- 
ceived :he reports on the most trivial 
affairs, and was always overwhelmed 
with business. For two or three years 
past he had given rather less attention 
to business, and more to his numerous 
family of wives. Ail tbe judges were his 
tools, and thus the khalifa secured in his 
own person the rl^ht to pardon or to 
convict. He was the absolute master oE 
life and death. 
N"o private person was 


permitted to possess flrearma. The crime 
of using tobacco was punishable with 80 
lashes. He terrorized aU the people ex- 
cept his Bagsara.

The Cuban Insurgents 
would not nov,- accept full autonomy as 
the price of yielding their arms. I say 
rh!s advisedly, after a careful examina- 
tion of the situation from all points of 
view. 
Spain will be compelled to con- 


quer or abandon ihe Island. This irre- 
concilable attitude 
OL' the rebels Is 


largely due to the wholesale execution o: 
rebels after summary trial. These drastic 
measures only increase the hatred of 
Spain without deterring recruits from 
joining the rebellion. 


Another reason Is the hopeless pros- 


pect of any 
rehabilitation of Cuban 


credit while the Island is under Spanish 
dominion. Taxation muf t be heavily In- 
creased to pay the burdens of the war. 
Hence the people with vested Interests 
prefer the risk and uncertainties of In- 
dependence, coupled with the earnest 
hope that at no distant date Cuba will 
become a state in the American Union.

London, Sept. D.—John Redmond, In
